LITHUANIANS  STRIVE  FURTHER 

TO  PREVENT  POUSH  ApVANCES 


RIGA,  Sept.  28. — Consideration  of  the  details  of  a  preliminary 
treaty  of  peace  between  Soviet  Russia  and  Poland  was  begun  here 
today  by  four  commissions  named  to  look  after  different  phases  of 
the  problems  of  the  Peace  Conference, 

The  Soviet  representatives  demand  that  the  conference  consider 
the  gfranting  of  amnesty  to  residents  of  both  countries  ^ho  are 
charged  with  anti-government  activities  and  questions  regarding 
consular  and  transit  rights.  » 

Adolph  Joffe,  head  of  the  Soviet  peace  delegation,  in  conference 
here  with  the  Poles  today  placed  the  complete  preliminary  peace 
isheviici  beiore  a  secret  session  ot—tne  cniet  com* 
mission  of  the  conference.  The  terms  fixed  the  armistice  boundaries 
definitely  well  east  of  the  Curzon  line,  as  the  Soviet  Government 
repeatedly  had  promised  to  do.  Thfc  boundary  seemingly  confirms 
the  Soviet  Government's  statement  that  the  boundaries  would  not 
be  a  stumbling  block  to  peace.  /.       •./,         •■  - 

According  to  an  agreement  today  the  conference  hercaiter  is 
to  be  shrou(ted  with  secrecy. 

The  work  is  to  be  carried  out  by  commissions  rather  than  at 
full  sessions. 

The  Bolsheviki  say  they  dislike  ,the  secret  sessions,  but  in  deal- 
ing with  o4d-fashioned  diplomats  they  must  conform  to  old-fashioned 
methods. 

The  Poles  probably  will  require  thirty-six  hours  to  answer  the 
Bolsheviki  proposals  of  today. 


The  Lithuanians  have  arranced  for 
another  conference  at  Suwaiki  tomor- 
row, when  they  hope  to  adjuat  condi- 
tions and  halt  the  Polish  advance  to 
the  East,  Which  Is  threatcninc  to  dis- 
rupt the  Riga  conference.

Mitchell  and  Henry  Sohub  were  ac- 
quitted on  tho  tndlctmanta  In  which 
they  atone  were  defendanta,  but  found 
guilty  with  a  recommendation  f^r 
mercy  on  the  Joint  bills. 

On  application  of  their  counsel  the 
dofendanta  were  releaaed  en  |l«.00« 
b^ll  each  pending  a  motion  for  a  n#w 
tflal.

Sept.  28.— P6«- 
nesaion  of  land  in  California  by  .lap- 
anese  means  the  doom  of  the  UnUed 
Stales,  President  D.  P.  Barrows,  of 
the  University  of  California,  said  in 
a  statement  today  'setting  forth  his 
stand  on  the  Japanese  question. 

Japan  Is  raialng  a  "smoke  screen" 
in  California.  President  Burrows  said, 
to  distract  attention  from  what  he 
termed  prospective  aegresaion  in  Asia, 
if  la  atatement  follows  In  part: 

"California,"  he  said.  "Is  Intensely 
Interested  In  keeping  American  citi- 
zens on  the  land.  No  nation  can  hold 
together  unless  1(.  controls  the  hoU. 
therefore  we  cannot  allow  our  ajrri- 
cultural  lands  to  pass  Into  the  hands 
of  aliens.. 

"We  are  tr>ing  to  hold  a  largo 
frontier  In  California,  much  larger 
than  people  in  other  aectiona  of  the 
country  realise,  unless  they  hare 
visited  the  Parlflr  Coast.  The  doom  of 
the  United  States  is  the  posseasion  of 
this  region  by  Orientals,  and  we.  As 
educators,  realise  that  it  muat  stop

"VnSif'ihi  'stnoW^'aereetT'^which 
she  Is  raialng  in  pretence  of  domestic 
agitation  In  California  she  Is  un- 
ddubtedly  planing  a  bold  move  In 
either  Siberia,  Manchuria  or  Mongo- 
lia.

President  Wilson  Issues  Docu- 
ment Explaining  Status  of 
Question  Under  Provisions 
of  League  Covenant    ' 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  28.  —  The 
first  public  document  in  the  present 
Presidential  campaign  to  be  issued  at 
the  White  House  was  made  public 
today.  It  dealt  with  the  League  of 
.Nations  and  was  in  tho  form  of  a 
letter  to  E.  M.  Swartz,  of  Los 
Angeles,  written  by  Secretary  Tu- 
multy, at  President  Wilson's  direc- 
tion. 

The  White  House  letter  was  In  re- 
ply to  one  to  the  President  in  which 
Mr.  Swariz  declared  the  forces  sup- 
porting the  Kepubld-an  ticket  were 
contending  that  if  Article  10  of  the 
League  Covenant  wan  ratified,  the 
United  Slates  "would  be  bound  to 
support  England  in  holding  Ireland 
under  subjection." 

The    letter    to    Mr.    Swarts    follows: 

"In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  20th 
September,  I  beg  to  say  that  the 
identical  questions  contained  in  your 
letter  with  reference  to  Article  10, 
and  the  idea  of  self-dotermlnatfon 
found' i»  the  covenant  of  the  Leocvw 
of  Nations,  were  placed  before  the 
President  while  he  Was  on  his  Wes- 
tom  trip  lust  year  and  fully  an- 
swered by  htm.  The  Prmldent  di- 
rects me  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  questions  and  answers 
given  by  him  to  tho  press  at  that 
time,  which  I  think  satisfactorily 
answer  your  Inquiry.  The  questions 
and    answers   are    as    follows: 

"Q.  Under  the  Covenant  docs  the 
nation  obligate  itself  to  assist  any 
member  of  the  League  in  putting 
down  a  reb^^llion  of  its  subjects  or 
conquered    peoples? 

"A.      It  does  not. 

'Q.  Under  the  Covenant  can  thl| 
nation  Independently  recognise  a 
KPvernment  whose  people  seek  to 
achieve  or  h.ive  achieved  their  Inde- 
pendence  from  a  member  of  the 
League? 

"A.  The  independent  action  of  the 
Government  of  the  ITnlted  States  in 
a  matter  of  this  kind  is  in  no  way 
limited  or  sfferted  by  the  Covenant 
of   the    League    of   Nations. 

"Q.  Under  the  Covenant  are  those 
subject  nations  or  peoples  only  that 
are  mentioned  In  the  peace  treaty 
entitled  to  the  right  of  self-deter- 
mination, or  does  the  League  pos- 
sess the  right  to  accord  a  similar 
privilege  to  other  subject  nations  or 
peoples? 

"A.  It  was  not  possible  for  the 
peace  conference  to  act  with  regard 
to  the  ielf-determinatlon  of  any  ter- 
ritories except  those  which  had  be- 
longed to  the  defeated  empires,  but 
the  Covenant  of  League  of  Nations 
has  set  for  the  first  time,  in  Article 
11.  s  forum  to  which  all  claims  of 
self-determination  which  are  likely 
to  disturb  the  pence  of  the  world  or 
the  good  understanding  between  na- 
tions upon  which  the  peace  of  the 
world  depends,  can   be  brought. 

"Q.  Why  was  the  case  of  Ireland 
not  heard  at  the  peace  conference 
and  what  is  your  opinion  on  the  8Ub> 
Ject  of  self-determination  for  Ire- 
land? 

"A.  The  cpise  of  Ireland  was  not 
heard  at  the  peace  conference  be- 
cauae  the  peace  conference  had  no 
Jurisdicllon  over  any  queation  of 
that  sort,  which  did  not  affect  terri- 
tories which  belonged  to  the  defeat- 
ed empires.  My  position  on  the  sub- 
ject of  self-determination  for  Ireland 
la  ekpresaed  in  Article  iT  ot  the 
Corensnc  in  which,  I  may  say,  I 
was  particularly  interested,  because 
it  seemed  to  me  neceseary  for  the 
peace  and  freedom  of  the  world  that 
a  forum  should  be  created  to 
which  all  peoples  could  bring  any 
matter  which  was  likely  to  affect  the 
peace   and    freedom    of   the   world."

"Scarcely  less  autocratic  haa^  been 
the  Government  procedure  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  seventy  millions  of  the 
people's  money  in  the  creation  of  a 
merchant  marine.  No  other  ministry 
would  have  ventured  to  award  con- 
tracts of  one-tenth  or  one  hundredth 
of.  this  sum  without  in  the  first  in- 
stance, coming  to  Parliament  for 
authority   to  do  so."

LABOR  DISCUSSION 

BY  AMERICAN  LEGION 

CLEVELAND.  Sept.  28.  —  The 
second  annual  convention  of  the 
American  Legion  underwent  a  nine- 
hour  barrage  of  resolutions  and  com- 
mittee   reports. 

The  stand  of  the  Legion  regarding 
organized  labor  was  that  mentioned 
in  the  resolutions  committee  report. 
However,  a  minority  report  was  sub- 
mitted, which  recommended  that  the 
American  Legion  reiterate  Its  posi- 
tion, that  it  has  no  participation  in 
controversies  between  capital  and 
labor.  "The  American  Legion  is  not 
opposed  to  organized  labor,  when  it 
conducts  itself,  as  we  believe  it  nor- 
mally does,  in  conformity  with  law 
and   order."

Sept.  28.— .\  Dublin  dispatch  to  the  Exchange  Tele- 
graph says  the  town  of  Mallow,  County  Cork,  is  on  fire  in  several 
places  and  that  the  fire  brigade  is  unable  to  turn  out  on  account 
of  the  curfew  orders. 

Many  houses  and  plants  have  been  burned.  The  damage  amounts 
to    several    thousand    pounds. 

BKKFAST,  Sept.  28. — Two  civilians  were  shot  dead  and  a 
number  of  persons  were  wounded  during  a  clash  between  soldiiifs 
and  a  crowd  on  the  Falls  Road  late  today. 

LONDON,  Sept.  28. — Reprisals  in  Ireland  are  neither  connived 
at  nor  supported  by  the  (Government,  it  was  declared  today  by  Sir* 
Hamar  Greenwood,  the  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland.  Sir  Ha'mar! 
made  this  statement  in  reply  to  the  storm  of  criticism  which  has 
been  raised  in  the  British  press  over  the  recent  declaration  of  General 
Sir  Nevil  Macrcady,  commander  of  the  military  forces  in  Ireland, 
made  in  an  intervicw^  in  which  he  was  quoted  as  saying  that  the 
reprisals  were  not  actuated  by  any  set  policy  of  the  Government, 
but  that  the  situation  might  become  such,  if  the  guerilla  warfare  of 
the  Irish  republican  army  continued,  that  reprisals  would  be  neces- 
sary. 

"There  is  no  truth  in  the  allegation  that  the  Government  con- 
nived at  or  supported  reprisals,"  declared  Sir  Hamar  in  his  state- 
ment made  public  in  a  special  communication;  tp  The  Pall  Mall 
Gazette.

COAL  EXPORT  ORDER 
AMENDED  BY  BOARD 

OTTAWA,  Sept.  28. — On  the  recom- 
mendation by  the  Board  of  Railway 
Cummissioners.  an  order-in-council 
has  been  passed  amending  the  order 
adopted  aome  weeks  ago  forbidding 
the  export  of  coal  from  Atlaatlc  ports 
.excepting  to  the  United  States  and 
Newfoundland.  The  amending  order- 
In-councll  provides  that  in  tbe  ca*« 
of  each  shipment  by  water  to  the 
United  States,  an  export  permit  must 
rimt  be  secured  from  the  Railway 
Board. 

It  la  explained  that  the  purpose  of 
the  Railway  Board  in  providing  for 
the  laauance  of  permits  to  exporters 
Is  not  to  restrict  exports  across  the 
border,  but  tu  make  consignees  sai- 
Infy  the  board  the  coal  is  for  United 
States  consumption.  The  lasuance  of 
permits  will  also  make  It  eaaier  to 
keep  track  of  export  movements  of 
coal. 

In  regard  to  Newfoundland,  an 
arrangement  also  has  been  made 
which  prevents  Canadian  coal  stent  to 
Newfoundland  being  again  Hhippe'd 
out  of  that  colony.

The  reasons  for  the  closing  of  tha 
bank,  Commisaloner  Allen  aaid.  were 
"the  steady  withdrawals  of  deposits 
and    slow   and    doubtful    loans." 


AUEN^ENEMIFS 
~  GET  PROPffllY 


Arrang^ements  Carried  Out  at 
Ottawa  for  Return  of  Pos- 
sessions to  Interned  Men 
Wlio  Were  Not  Depofted 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  2  8. — Active  meas- 
ures are  now  being  taken  in  the  re- 
turn to  alien  enemies,  interned  during 
the   war   but    not    deported,   tJw>-pr«f*^ 


erty,  «ecurltlen  and  money  taken  from 
them  and  Htill  held. 

During  the  war  a  large  number  of 
alien  enemlen  were  interned  at  vari- 
ous ramps  throughout  Canada,  such 
us  Fort  William,  Kapunkasing.  Am- 
herst, N.S.,  and  Vernon,  B.C.  Shortly 
after  the  armistice  these  camps  were 
discontinued  and  the  prisoners  were 
either  released  or  returned  to  their 
native  country.  While  the  war  was 
in  progress  the  internment  operations 
were  carried  on  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Justice.  In 
many  cases  prisoners  were  employed 
at  various  kinds  of  manual  labor  and 
earned  substantial  sums.  For  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  work  of 
this  branch  it  has  been  attached  to 
the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  it  is  announced  that  active 
measures  are  now  being  taken  to  re- 
turn to  the  prisoners  who  have  been 
released,  but  not  deported,  any  sums 
or  property  to  which  they  are  entitled, 
or  who  have  earned  money  which 
may  have  been  taken  from  them. 

The  work  is  being  carried  on  along 
with  that  of  the  clearing  oflUce,  the 
property  of  deported  alien  prisoners 
being  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  the  treaty  through  the  clearing 
oflflce. 

Applications  are  to  be  addressed  to 
the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
State    (internment)   Ottawa.

LONDON,  Sept.  28.-^erlous  anx- 
iety over  the  recurrence  of  the  "Black 
and  Tan"  reprisals  in  Irelan<|  is  re- 
flected by  English  newspapers,  which 
sharply  call  for  the  Government  to 
halt  what  is  deacri'oed  by  The  London 
don  Times  as  "semi-official  bnich 
law."  Earlier  occurrences  In  Ire- 
land passed  without  much  notice  here, 
hnt  recent  raids,  especially  those  in 
BalhriggaA  and  Trim,  and  the  luke- 
warm criticism  of  the  "Black  and 
Tan"  police  fortes  by  General  Sir 
Cecil  Nevil  Macready,  mllitar>'  com- 
mander in  Ireland,  are  Causing  con- 
siderable disquietude. 

Condemnation  -of  recent  dlaordere 
is  not  confined  to  newspapers  which 
are  avowedly  sympathizers  with  the 
Irish  Nationalist  movement,  the  con- 
servative Graphic,  which  Is  an  un- 
sparing critic  of  the  Sinn  Fein,  de- 
claring: 

"This  is  not  calm  and  orderly  jus- 
tice and  punishment  according  to 
British    ideas.      It    must    be   stopped."

of  peace." 

In  the  meantime,  reports  from  Ire- 
land tell  of  numerous  throats  of  fur- 
ther reprisals,  circulated  verbally  or 
by  posters.  Warnings  are  alleged  to 
have  been  given  several  towns  In 
West  Clare  that  they  would  be  burned 
unless  Captain  Lendrums,  resident 
magistrate  of  Kilrush.  who  has  been 
missing  since  Wednesday,  and  who  is 
believed  to  have  been  kidnapped,  is 
not  returned  within  forty-eight  hours. 
The  town  of  St.  Neyr  suffered  from  a 
raid  at  an  early  hour  on  Monday. 
Shots  were  fired  iqto  houses,  ^ome  of 
the  inhabitants  being  roughly  hand- 
led, but  none  were  seriously  hurt. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that 
Dublin  Castle  is  now  seriously  inves- 
tigating the  reprisals.  Special  offi- 
cers have  been  sent  to  Trim  and  have 
repltrted  on  occurrences  there.  The 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  is  now 
conferring  on  the  whole  subject  with 
the  mtlltarj'  and  civil  authorities  In 
Dublin  and  elsewhere  with  the  vie# 
to  slopping  the  raids,  and  the  Cabinet 
in  London  la  also  taking  the  matter 
in   hand. 

It  is  explained  there  are  two  forces 
called  "Black  and  Tan."  One  is  com- 
posed of  Knglish  recruits  and  the 
other  largely  consists  of  demobilised 
army  officers  who  were  engaged  to 
arrange  for  the  defence  of  threatened 
barracks  in  disturbed  districts  of  Ire- 
land. Both  were  In  mixed  uniforms 
of  khaki  and  black,  owing  to  a  short- 
age of  complete  uniforms. 

Dispatches  do  not  disclose  which 
clement  has  been  responsible  for  the 
raids. 

BELFAST.  Sept.  28.— There  was  a 
recurrence  last  night  of  the  rioting 
and  shooting  which  have  been  in  pro- 
gress here  at  intervals  since  the  week- 
end. One  rutbreak  occurred  in  the 
old  Lodge  Road  district,  where  ship- 
yard workers  were  attacked  by  armed 
men.  Seven  persons  were  wounded 
by  the  revolver  firing.  The  military 
dispersed  the  rioters  by  bayonet 
charges.'

OOVERNMENT  HTRKKT  RI-:PAIIUi. 


The  proposal  that  the  much  needed 
repairs  to  Government  Street  should 
be  carried  on  through  fund*  derived 
from  ceneral  revenue,,  and  noC  under 
the  Local  Improvemant  plan,  deaarvaa 
the  close  and  sympathetic  considera- 
tion of  the  City  CounciL  On  more 
than  one  oecaalon  wa  have  advocated 
that  the  L«oal  Improvement  plan  of 
public  worka  should  be  abolished  al- 
together, and  that,  since  the  streets 
are  public  hifhways,  and  therefore 
for  the  use  of  the  people  aa  a  whole, 
they  should  be  kept  up  out  of  seneral 
revenue,  and  not  by  taxing  any  par- 
ticular section  of  the  community 
which  happens  to  own  properties  on 
the  roadways  concerned.  In  tha  case 
uf  Oovernmenl  Street,  which  is  ctpe 
of  the  principal  arteries  of  traffic,  the 
argument  against  tho  Local  Improve- 
ment plan  is  all  the  more  pronounced. 
There  is  a  continuous  cry  for  co- 
operative and  community  effort  by 
public  spirited  citizens,  and  this  ideal 
iltould^a  madvta  applT  to  the  ttr^ 
auguration  of  road  improvements  as 
they  are  needed.  Wa  are  aware  It 
will  take  a  considerable  campaign  of 
•ducatlon  to  persuade  any  City  Coun- 
oil  that  the  Local  Improvement  law 
has  proved' a  failure,  although  it  has 
been  almost  altogether  reepoo*lble  for 
the  great  l|otal  Of  tax  arrears  which 
have  placed  the  municipality  at  such 
A  tlhaneial  disadvantage. 

\  It  would  be  well  If  it  were  poasible 
to  ascertain  public  sentiment  on  the 
dealrabllity,  or  otherwise,  of  main- 
taining the  operation  of  the  Local  Im- 
provement law  as  soon  as  all  obliga- 
tions under  that  measure  have  been 
liquidated.  It  has  been  the  experi- 
ence of  municipal  government  here 
that  the  people  only  avail  themselves 
of  thia  law  during  real  estate  booms, 
and   that   when   there   Is   little   or   no 

.  demand  for  property  there  is  no 
desire  for  pavements,  sidewalks  and 
boulevards  under  the  Local  Improve- 
ment plan.  It  eeems,  therefore^  that 
thia  law  is  either  an  encouragement 
to,  or  an  otitcome  of, ,  speculating  In 
real  estate.  Tl|ere  is  nothing  which 
Indicates  it  Is  In  the  best  Interests  of 
the  community  which  is  now  suffer- 
ing from  the  outcome  of  a  too  per- 
fervld  optimism  in  putting  local  im- 
provements into  practice.  The  saner 
way  would  be  for  the  City  Bn^lncer 
to  decide  when  improvements  are  re- 
quired, and,  since  they  are  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  payment  for  them 
should  come  out  of  general  revenue. 
This  subject  Is  worth  considering,  and 
In  the  meantime,  where  a  traffic 
highway  like  Oovernment  Street  is 
eonceragd,  necessary  repairs  should 
be  effeeted  without  Inflicting  any 
undue  hardship  on  any  particular 
section  of  the  community. 


mt  NEW  CRIMINAL  CL.\SS 


Most  of  the  arguments  advanced 
to  ^rove  the  etnoacy  of  the  operayon 
ot  the  Pnohlbltlon  Act  in  British 
Columbia  are  based  on  altogether  in- 
adequate premises.  For-  Instance, 
much  Is  being  made  of  the  fact  that 
there.are  fewer  cases  of  drunkenness 
in  the -police  courts  of  the  Provtnco 
today  than  In  pre-Prohlbltlon  years. 
This  la  undoubtedly  true,  but  in  the 
eomparlaon  made  no  account  what- 
ever Is  taken  of  the  other  violatloni 
«(  the  Prohibition  Act.  while  it  is 
never  even  hinted  that  teas  than  ten 
per  cent  of  actual  violations  ever 
oome  Into  the  police  courta  simply 
becaufio  the  machinery  doea  not  exin 
to  operate  the  law.  The  one  un- 
answerable arraignment  of  the  Act 
le  that  one  of  Its  prinelpal  effects  has 
Oeen  lo  multiply  the  number  of  crlm- 
Inala  in  the  Province.  It  Is  on  this 
groun  1  that  reform  In  needed,  espec- 
ially plnoe  the  authorities  have  ad- 
mitted lliat  the  Aot  oanno^lM.  en- 
forced, and  beeauee  It  is  self  appar- 
ent to  anyoil^  with  a  knowledge  of 
What  la  happenlflg  that  violatlona  are 
growing  In  number  monthly,  and,  in 
proportion  aa  they  do  so,  more  of 
thoee  who  are  evading  the  l«w  eacao<a 
Any  punishment. 

If  this  is  regarded  aa  a  dealrabli 
condition  of  affairs  the  people  will 
vote  ifor  the  oontlnuance  of  the  txiji< - 
ing  law,  and,  In  doing  so,  we  may  as- 
same  they  wilt  approve  of  additional 
taxation  so  that  efforts  may  be  made 
towarda  more  rigid  enforcement. 
Prohlbltiontata  who  regard  a  pr'.n- 
clple  of  morality  aa  at  laeue-  are  un- 
doubiedly  genuine  in  their  belief  in 
the  eauM  tliey  advooate  and  tlieir 
atipport  la  given  to  the  existing  A^t 
wlUi  the  best  motives.  The  real  crux 
of  tho  situation  Is  not  the  opinion  of 
thie  or  that  medical  aothortty,  or 
the  publication  of  peliee  court  ilgiin^a 
Where  a  feiw  la  openly  and  flagrAitly 
elalated  iaity  wtthent  pnalahmen:.

King.  M.P.,  in  the  opening  speech  of 
them  the  error  of  their  wayn.  accord- 
ing to  the  provisionn  of  the  Act,  and 
It  bi  exceedingly  doubtful  if  anything 
but  a  rigid,  dominating  and  all- 
powerful  enforcement  of  the  law 
which  exists,  with  the  consequent  ex- 
penditure of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  would  keep  such  wrong 
doers  in  check,  and.  even  then,  while 
fear  might  leseen  evasions  inclination 
would  constantly  be  opposing  such 
enforcement. 

It  is  because  of  this  aspect  of  Pro- 
hibition, among  others  which  we 
could  enumerate,  that  we  consider 
the  tiaa*  is  ripe  for  a  change  whereby 
the  Ooverninent  can  taken  into  ita 
own  hands  the  operation  of  the 
IlqUbr  traffic  in  the,  Province  Instead 
of  leaving  it  in  the  care  of  anyone 
who  risks  evading  the  law  knowing 
that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  there  will 
be  no  punishment.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances that  exist  it  is  apparent 
that  firltiflh  Columbia  has  not  gained 
morally  through  the  operation  of  the 
Prohibition  law.  On  the  contrary, 
because  of  the  new  criminal  clans  in 
our  midst,  and  because  of  Its  large 
and  increasing  numbers,  there  la  a 
menaceji  to  the  entire  community  in 
the  decline  In  the  respect  evinced 
towards  constiiutad  authority 
is  due  to  the  Imposition  of  a  law 
which  is  regarded  by  a  large  section 
of  the  community  as  an  Infringement 
on  personal  liberty.  It  is  a  difflcult, 
If  not  an  impossible  task,  to  eradicate 
'from  eome  minds  their  conception  of 
what  constitutes  personal  rlghtn  and 
privileges,  and  where  such  ideas  are 
entertained  a  law  which  makes  crim- 
inal today  what  was  legitimate  yes- 
terday is  not  regarded  as  binding. 
These  are  the  plain  facts  of  the 
situation  which  cannot  be  buried. 
They  should  be  closely  examined  by 
the  electorate  with  a  view  of  arriving 
at  a  via  media  which  will  be  the  road 
to  harmony  and  a  way  out  of  the 
present  discordant  Jangling  of  opin- 
ion and  conviction  which  has  divided 
the  Province  Into  two  campa  on  a 
subject  where  individual  habits  and 
inclinations  are  concerned. 


TAXING  PROTECTION. 


Indications  at  present  are  that  the 
by-election  contest  in  tho  Yale-Carl- 
boo  riding,  where  there  Is  a  vacancy 
on  account  of  Mr.  Martin  Burrell's 
resignation  from  Parliament,  will  be 
fought  out  between  three  candidates, 
namely,  a  Oovernment  supporter,  a 
representative  of  the  Farmer-^>teran 
Intereets,  and  a  Laborite.  The  poli<;les 
of  the  former  and  latter  are  a  matter 
of  record,  but  there  is  something  new 
in  proposals  advanced  as  the  plat- 
form of  Colonel  C.  E.  Edgett.  who 
has  been  nominated  /as  the  Farmer- 
Veteran  candidate.  The  novelty  is  so 
far  as  the  tariff  is  concerned.  The 
platform  believes  in  the  retention  of 
sufficient  duty  on  .fruit,  but  at  the 
same  time  It  is  recommended  that  the 
Tariff  Commission  should  consider 
the  possibility  of  raising  revenue 
from  the  protected  manufacturing  in- 
dustries by  a  pro  r^ta  tax  on  the  net 
profits  equal  to  the  amount  of  pro- 
tection afforded.  AVith  equal  force 
It  might  logically  be  recommended 
that  a  similar  pro  rata  tax  might  be 
imposed  on  the  ^ruit  industry,  were 
it  not,  of  course,  that  many  of  the 
constituents  in  Yalc-Carlboo  are  fruit 
growers. 

At  present  the  policy  adopted  by, 
the  Farmer-Veteran  party  in  this  re- 
gard would.  If  put  in  force,  defeat  its 
own  ends,  for  there  yiould^be  no  use 
according  protection  with  one  hand 
imd  takings  It  away  with  the  other. 
Manufacturers  require  protection  Just 
as  much  as  the  fruit  growing  Indua- 
try.  and  it  Is  not  clear  why  one  should 
be  favored  and  the  other,  after  being 
favored,  then  discriminated  against. 
Whatever  tax  may  be  instituted  on 
net  profits  on  any  capital  Investment, 
if  It  Is  to  be  a  Just  tax.  should  be 
applied  all  round,  and  that  is  why  the 
Income  tax  la  perhaps  the  fairest  of 
all  governmental  impositions.  The 
new  party  in  the  Yale*Cariboo  riding 
wante  a  special  tax  imposed  on  the 
net  profits  of  tho  manufacturing  in- 
duitry  and.  wants  that  tax  to  equal 
the  amount  6f  protection  afforded. 
Commenting  on  this  it  |s  pertinent  to 
aek  why  one  class  of  industry  should 
b^  penalised  and  another  eacape?  Per- 
haps there  is  more  in  the  new  policy 
than  is  apparent  In  the  summary  of 
Colonel  Kdgett's  platform,  and  If 
there  is,  doubtless  he  will  explain  it 
as  the  by-election  campaign  proceeds. 
On  the  face  of  it.  what  la  proposed 
savora  of  class  legislation,  and  that  la 
a  policy  we  hope  the  Parmer- Veteran 
Party  of  British-Columbia,  if  such  an 
organltatioB  le  to  oome  into  existence 
provlndally.  will  aot  adopts

his  political  campaign  In  the  Western 
Provlncea  of  the  Dominion  of  Can- 
ada. Speaking  frankly,  from  my 
own  pereonal  x-iewpoint,  and.  I  feel 
equally  confident  in  saying,  from  the 
viewpoint  of  other  veterans  prei>ent. 
the  result  was  very  disappointing,  in 
spite  of  the  fluency  of  speech  and  w-el| 
chosen  periods  that  were  laid  before 
the  audience,  the  fare  was  not  what 
one  could  really  describe  as  really 
natUrfying  to.  at  any  rate,  this  hungry 
portion  of  the  audience.  In  its  morn- 
ing editorial  The  Daily  Colonist 
rightly  aums  up  the  situation  by  stat- 
ing, "These  nre  days  of  hard,  matter 
of  fact  viewpointa  on  political  mat- 
ters, a  time  when  the  public  do  not 
relish  high  sounding  phrases  and 
gathering  generalities,  and  when  they 
ask  for  Hi>eciAc  intentions  and  the 
definitions  of  methods  to  be  pursued 
in  bringing  about  desired  results."

(The  Parliamentary  Cominittee'a 
report  made  no  recommejidatlon  on 
gratuity,  and  these  suggestions  wero 
not  embodied  in  the  report  issued.) 

The  letter  had  reference  to  a  Bond 
Bonus  Re-eatabllahment  scheme  sub- 
mitted to  Government  and  other  party 
leaders  and  forwarded  after  endorsti- 
tlon  by  tho  Comrades  of  the  Great 
War  to  every  member  of  the  Domin- 
ion House  of  commons.  I  submit, 
sir,  thit  I  had  every  right  to  tho 
courtesy  of  a  reply  to  these  questions, 
not  from  the  viewpoint  of  my  own 
scheme  atone,  which  has  much  In 
common  with  the  Australian  scheme 
In  that  it  avoids  any  large  drains  on 
the  country  In  the  way  of  further 
taxation,  but  In  the  interests  of  veter- 
ans as  a  whole,  who  naturally  looked 
for  some  statement  from  the  respon- 
sible leader  of  the  Opponition  regard- 
ing the  party's  attitude  towards  cash 
gratuities,  pensions  nfid  other  vital 
re-establlshment    problems    of    today. 

It  would  appear  that  Mr.  King 
passed  by  a  valuable  opportunity  at 
the  outset  of  the  campaign  to  make 
clear  to  the  veterans  the  party's  atti- 
tude towards  what  is  the  all  impor- 
tant question  of  the  I  day — re-estab- 
lishment of  the  returned  man — an 
attitude  that  must  be  made  aa  clear  as 
his  definition  of  Liberalism,  so  ably 
and  so  uncompromisingly  given  last 
night.  The  failure  of  politicians  to 
grasp  the  attitude  of  veterana  as  a 
body  towards,  not  only  their  own 
problems,  but  also  all  great  national 
questions,*  In  the  light  of  war  exper- 
iences, is  one  of  the  paradoxes  of  the 
times.  W^lth  his  criticism  of  the 
present  Government,  In  the  main  we 
most  certainly  do  -agree,  and  whilst 
reserving  any  ideas  held  regarding 
caucus  in  Government  policies  at  Ot- 
tawa in  their  entirety  as  being  the 
prerogative  of  one  party  only,  would 
advise  the  abolition  of  caucus,  patron- 
age and  other  evils  in  our  public  life, 
whether  in  British  Columbia  or  else- 
where in  the  Dominion. 

Unemployment  of  returned  soldiers 
MS  a  problem  "butters  no  parsnips" 
here  or  elsewhere  In  relation  to  the 
high  cost  of  living  If  there  Is  no  Work 
nnd  consequently  no  bread  to  eat,  and 
I.  for  one.  would  welcome  some  defi- 
nite constructive  criticism  by  the 
Liberal  Opposition  of  the  present 
<iovernment,  which  would  formulate 
their  policy  of  proxiding  work  not 
only  for  the  thousand  unemployed  in 
thia  city,  but  the  many  thousands 
scattered  throughout  Canada,  and 
which  la  steadily  growing  more  acute 
as  the  months  pass  to  the  approach- 
ing Winter.  ' 

If  one  could  assure  Mr.  King  of 
anything.  It  is  that  veterans  will  not 
remain  satisfied  with  vague  generali- 
ties, and  assuredly  these  questions 
will  have  to  be  answered  on  the  pub- 
!)<■  ptslform  during  this  tour  of  these 
Western  Provinces,  nnd  he  will  be 
compelled  to  state  his  considered 
opinion  if  any  hope  e(  the  veterans' 
support  la  to  bo  eonaum mated  at  the 
next  general  election.

Sir. — The  advocatea  of  Probltltlon 
are.  in  moat  oaaes,  wonderful  theor- 
iats,  but  consistently  Ignore  the  most 
important  thing  1ft  connection  with 
their  alms,  that  is,  the  factor  of  hu- 
man nature.  The  Prohibitionist  is  the 
last  person  to  know  the  real  state  of 
thinirs  with  regard  to  the  consump- 
tion of  liquor,  yet  he  is  generally  the 
flret  to  theoriae  upon  the  subject. 
Y^ur  fertile  correspondent.  Dr.  B. 
Hall,    from    the    theoretical    point    of 

iiew,  recently  appealed  to  the  wives 
nd  mothers  of  this  Province  to  vote 
for  Prohibition  as  a  safeguard  to  the 
young.  This  from  the  theoretical 
point  oS  view  takes  It  for  granted  that 
Prohibition  Is  a  safeguard  to  the 
youqg.  Let  ua.  on  the  other  hand, 
take  the  opinion  of  one  who  haa  had 
the  matter  to  deal  with  from  a  prac- 
tical point  of  view,  who  has  had  the 
circumstances  arising  through  Pro- 
hibition under  his  Immediate  obser>'- 
siion  In  every  Province  of  Canada, 
and  who  haa  had  a  unique  opportun- 
ity of  Judging  ita  results.  I  allude  to 
an  article  by  Lteut.-Col.  R.  Rose 
Napier,  late  Chief  Aaaletant  Provost 
Marahal.  In  The  Toronto  Saturday 
.Vight  (an  article  which  I  would 
8trongly  recommend  for  the  perusal 
of  l>r.  C.  HaU  a»d  his  fellow  Prohibi- 
tionists), from  which  I  tak%  the  fol- 
lowing extracts: 

"Bvery  aurfeon  and  nearly  every 
layman  knows  that  to  permit  a  sep- 
tic wound  to  heal  on  the. surface  la 
simply  to  force  the  peleon  through 
the  whole  eyatem.  aatf,  to  my  mind 
and  from  my  obeervatlon,  the  pro- 
hibitory laws  merely  rep^seent  the 
scab  on  a  horrible  festering  sore  la 
the  body  potttle  of  Canada,  and.  In 
all  direetJona.  throufh  thIe  eowrtnc 
up  preceeai.  a  peleon  la  being  diaaem- 
HMte4l  through  «ar  national  •y«t«m-** 
In  another  place,  after  deecilhing 
oonditiona  In  Canada  "froaa  Sydney, 
Cape  Breton,  to  BldneT,  Taiieewcr 
IsAand."  he  statee: 

".  .  .  and  thoee  who  honestly  are 
in  Urw  0t  teaaponaeft  lectalntJon 
wonld  do  welt  n«t  to  be  lnlle4  liil« 
tiM  tWMf  that,  becavee  they  mcjt  a«t

streeu.  the  evil  has  in  any  way  dim- 
inished— and  I  might  very  safely  say 
that  In  many  respects  it  has  been 
horribly  Increased — and,  I  would  ask, 
haa  the  percentage  of  more  serious 
crimes  ever  been  higher  CA  the  Amer- 
ican continent  than  It  Is  today?" 

With  regard  to  the  pereenuge  of 
serious  crimes  which  the  writer  men- 
tions. It  might  be  worth  while  to  note 
that  the  crime  of  murder  in  New 
Tork.  according  to  statistics  recently 
published,  had  paaeed  alt  previous 
recorda.  This  notwithstanding  Pro- 
hibition. 

But  in  view  of  Dr.  Hall's  appeal  to 
the  wives  and  mothers,  let  me  con- 
clude with  one  more  extract: 

"It  has  been  said  that  the  vote  of 
the  women  has  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  backing  which  Prohibition 
has  in  the  country,  and  I  have  not  the 
slightest  doubt  that  the  women  of 
Canada  will  vote  for  whatever  they 
believe  to  be  best  for  their  men,  but 
I  would  warn  the  mottaera  of  Canada 
that  no  more  horrible  menace  exieta 
for  their  trowing  sona  than  the  state 
of  matters  existing  In  Canada  at  the 
present  time  under  t>ur  present  ab- 
solutely unpractical  legislation,  and. 
If  the  issue  be  properly  placed  before 
them,  1  have  not  the  sllghteet  dbubt 
that  they  will  be  the  greatest  possible 
factor  In  wiping  out  the  present  hor- 
rible atate  of  matters."  ^ 

So  here  we  hkve  the  praetleal  man. 
with  unl<)ue  opportunity  for  accurate 
obeenatlon,  warning  the  won^en  of 
Canada.  In  the  worAi  I  have  quoted, 
sgslnst  the  very  thing  «-hlch  Dr.  Hall, 
the  theorist,  advocates  aa  a  panacea  , 
for  all  evlla.  Practical  experience 
aaya  that  so-called  Prohibition  means 
"No  control"  of  the  consumption  of 
tiqunr.  so  It  should  be  thr  duty  of 
e\-ery  man  and  WOBsan  wh*  le  In  favor 
of  a  clean,  tempemte  Provloeo  i^vote 
for  practioni  tofflatatton  in  tkt  Cons  of 
"GoVMitBOent  control."

doing,  bat  ^e  do  flnd  lllm  sympathis- 
ing with  the  poAT,  visiting  and  heal'/ 
tag  the  sick.  an#  acung  the  Chriatian. 
a«d  at  the  wedding  feaat.  rather  than 


ratfr  the  featlvi^ea.  produoed  the  best 
wine  for  the  guests. 

And  what  harm  is  there  In  the  use 
of  any  of  Ood's  gifts,  rightly  used.' 
And  why  should  they  be  not  so  used? 
Ood  did  not  remove  the  Tree  of 
Knowledge  from  ourflrst  parents,  but 
le/t  them  to  reason  It  out  whether 
they  should  eat  of  It.  It  is  only  by 
the  exercise  of  mind  that  reaaoning 
powers  are  strengthened.  The  serf 
of  Ruaaia  was  not  allowed  to  think, 
with  what  result?  When  the  Romish 
empire  fell,  only  the  patrician  ciasa 
were  supposed  to  think,  m  the  com- 
mon people  ^  were  dead  In  mind 
through  a  multiplicity  of  laws,  and 
thia  applies  now,  as  one  extreme  fol- 
lows another,  and  when  the  Church 
mixes  in  and  tiecomee  powerful  in 
law-making,  it  la  a  sign  liberty  la  dh 
the  wane  and  nearing  an  extreme.

'  Seven  days  west  and  through  the 
Unimak  Pass;  past  the  Aleutians  and 
up  to  Nome  beach,  and  over  the  roll- 
ing tundra,  with  its  Eskimos  and  its 
reindeer,  Mr.  C  H.  I-^cnch,  in  charge 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  fur 
department  in  the  West,  led  the  Kl- 
wanlans  yesterday  in  a  mental  Jour- 
ney, the  Htereopticon  lending  its  aid 
to  make  the  trip  to  the  grtat  North- 
land both  ^'vld  and  impressive. 

The  illustritced  lecture  on  tho  Utf 
and  possibilities  of  the  country  which 
lies  adjacent  to  tho  Arctic  (.Circle  was 
given  before  the  club  at  its  weekly 
luncheon.  I.,aniern  slides  told  more 
than  words  could  of  the  nature  of 
this  part  of  the  world.  Mr.  A.  H. 
.Maynard   operated    the   lantern. 

The  first  pictures  shown  depicted 
something  of  the  early  lifo  of  tho  con- 
tinent, showing  the  transporti^tion  by 
canoe,  the  Indians,  and  a  woodsman 
making  bread.  The  leasing  of  Alaska 
to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  by  the 
Russians  and  the  sale  of  that  part  of 
the  American  continent  to  tho  United 
States  before  the  least?  had  expired, 
with  the  retult  that  the  company  was 
told  to  get  out,  was  related  by  Mr. 
French.  He  then  took  his  audience 
to  the  Bering  Sea,  past  the  Akutan 
whaling  station  and  other  points  of 
call  to  Nome,  which  was  shown  on 
the  screen — a  town  built  on  a  beach. 
To  show  the  wraith  of  that  same 
beach,  the  speaker  told  a  story  of  a 
man  who  decided  to  diR  a  cellar  for 
hlH  house  at  Nome.  He  did  ko,  and 
piled  the  earth  near  the  water.  An- 
other man  ."aw  the  pile,  washed  it, 
and  made  |30  a  day  from  the  gold  he 
obtained. 

The  ship  in  which  Mr.  French  re- 
cently made  the  trip  to  Nome,  lay 
off  that  port  for  five  days,  unable  to 
land  her  passengers  Owing  to  tho  bad 
weather.  Kvery  night  she  would  go 
out  to  sea  and  return  the  following 
morning.  There  is  no  harbor  there, 
everything  being  lightered  ashore. 
•"The  whole  country  is  practically  a 
glacier  covered  with  rotted  vegeta- 
tion, or  tundras,  as  it  is  called,"  Mr. 
French  told  his  hearers. 

A  lleindocr  Iiulualry 

He  dealt  at  some  length  with  tha 
possibilities  of  the  reindeer  indus- 
try, and  pointed  out  that  the  native 
with  a  small  herd  was  independent 
for  life.  The  reindeer  increase  v^y 
fast.  Ivctween  r>0  and  50  per  cent 
each  year.  Various  scenes  of  Eskimo 
life  were  thrown  on  Uie  screen. 
"Queen  Mary,"  the  richest  Eskimo 
woman,  owning  a  fortune  in  reindeer, 
caused  considerable  interest.  There 
are  now  about  200,000  reindeer  In  the 
North,  stated  the  speaker.  Tho  meat 
•ells  for  24  cents  a  pound  In  Nome 
and  40  to  60  cents  in  othef  parts  of 
the  world. 

The  rolling  desolation  of  the  coun- 
try of  the  Far  North  waa  clearly 
shown  on  the  screen.  There  are  n« 
trees. 

A  picture  of  a  sunrise,  taken  at  2 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  gave  aome 
Idea  of  t^e  unuaual  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  Arctic  regions.  Coal 
sells  for  ICO  a  ton  in  Nome,  and  in 
some  places  it  costs  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  as  high  as  9IC0.  Dog  teama 
were  shown  to  the  Kiwanians.  who 
listened  with  interest  to  Mr.  French's 
explanation  of  how  the  Eskimo 
drives  his  dogs  by  kindness  and  not 
forc»  When  a  dog  is  not  doing  its 
t>«st  fh«  driver  will  uke  the  animal 
in  hia  arms  and  talk  to  it  and  so  In- 
fluence it  that  an  improvement  Is 
noticeable  when  It  is  one*  mora  on  tha 
move. 

"The  Yukon  has  Just  as  good  re- 
sources as  British  Columbia."  con- 
cluded Mr.  French,  'and  It  will  only 
b«  a  matter  of  time  bafore  grain  and 
ether  products  known  to  this  Prov- 
ince will  tM  grown  in  tha  Par  North."

Edible  Fungi  Commonly 
Known  to  Most  People — 
Few  Poisonous  Varieties 


Over  the  hUls  and  on  the  face  of 
the  meadowa  for  those  who  know 
where  to  look,  to  scattered  the  Au- 
tumn offerlns  of  mushrooms,  writes 
Edith  Seth-Smlth.  Port  Hope,  Ont,.  in 
The  Canadton  Horticulturist.  It 
seems  a  pity  that  to  most  people  thto 
word  sirnlflea  only  one  of  the  mahy 
kinds  of  edible  fungi  that  are  scat- 
tered thick  around  thto  Province. 

So  often  people  aay.  "What  rule 
have  you  for  diStingutohing  mush- 
rooma  from  toadstooto?"  or  "Toad- 
Btooto  won't  pegl?"  they  suggest:  or 
"Toadstools  tura  a  atlver  spoon  black, 
don't  they?" 

I  confess  that  there  to  no  general 
rule  or  unfailing  test;  you  simply 
must  know  the  epecimen  you  eat. 
know  it  ao  completely,  ao  thoroughly 
that  you  cannot  be  deceived  by  any 
of  Its  harmful  relatlvee.  Tou  must 
know  the  cap.  the  allto  underneath, 
their  color  and  shape,  the  stem  and 
the  shape  of  the  unopened  mushroom 
as  it  pushes  Ito  way  through  the 
ground. 

CouiiiioB  Spodes  f 

From  my  window  I  can  aee  a  tennto 
court  covered  on  lU  ontsktrts  with 
one  very  common  and  delicate 
species.  This  to  the  lawn  mushroom* 
or,  to  be  very  correct,  the  uncertain 
hypholoma.  uncertain  as  to  its  place 
In  the  family  tree,  net  as  to  its  efTeets 
on  the  consumer.  It  has  a  thin, 
whittoh  cap  from  one  to  three  Inchee 
in  width,  and  It  usually  preeente  a 
rather  split  and  ragged  edge.  ITnder- 
neath.  the  gills,  the  IltUe  thla  plates, 
are  at  first  white,  then  turn  to  a  pur- 
pllah  brown  aa  the  fongna  matnrea. 
Theae  are  the  earliest  mnahrooma. 
and  eeem  to  be  aeattered  broadcast  by 
every  Bpriag  or  flommer  thunder- 
storm. 

Next  come  what  my  aervona  friends 
call  "real  mushrooms."  that  la, 
meadow  maahrooaaa,  the  eort  that  are 
■een  in  the  shops  In  the  Fall,  or  thooe 
that  cao  he  grown  in  the  cellar  la  the 
Winter.  You  all  know  thto  kind — 
buttons  when  yoting.  flat  or  slightly 
.convex  when  mature.  The  cap  to  white 
or  streaked  with  a  dingy  brown  on 
top  and  baby  pink  underneath  at  first, 
tumlftg  brown  later.  Wa  know  them 
and  love  them:  even  their  Wg  name. 
AKsricaa  Cerapeatrlei,  cannot  trlghtsa 
us.     But  they  are  eo  hard  to  Had.

Foat^  WaiMn  aid  H«t  Water  Bdtki 
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have  one  drawback.  Aa  their  else  In- 
creases they  become  a  prey  to  the 
blow-fly. 

Two  Other  Varletlea 

la  oontraat  to   thto   variety  oomea 
the  genus  Caprinus.   the     Ink     capa 
They  do  not  fall  victlma  to  the  litUe 
wbite  worms — they     simply     dissolve 
when  they  arow  old  into  a  mass  of 
Inky  tears.     Little,  edible  and  rtflher. 
uninteresting  ink  cape  can  be  found 
all  Bummer  ions  along  th^  edge   of 
the  street,  but  it  takes  the  frosts  of 
October  to  bring  out  the  really  heroic 
type,  Coprinus  AtramenQirlus.  Bo  big, 
so  heavy,  so  ddhaely  packed  and  ao 
generally  proliflc  that  the  hand  that 
carries  them  grows  weary — these  are 
mushrooms  indeed.    These  do  not  fre- 
quent the  meadows:  th^y  prefer  the 
slightly  cleared  woods,  espeotolly  the 
reaion  around  the  stumpt,  especially 
If  there  to  a  stream  near  by.     Here 
they  win  form  in  solid  masses  of  grey- 
ish br,ow|i  rounded  cones.     If  you  find 
them  In  goo<l  time,  you  will  bo  de- 
lighted  with   the   silver   arey   of   the 
gllto.  and  the  top  will  be  light  brown, 
slightly  mottled  with     brown     of     a 
darker  shade.     The     stem     to  anowy 
white,  and  will  pull  out  readily,  an^ 
you  can  then  break  the  cap  and  Sltln 
it' like  A  yery  fine  banana,  beslnnlng 
with  the  little  hollow  where  the  atem 
has  bMn.     If  you  are  late  in  finding 
themrthey  will  be.  aa  I  say,  only  a 
maae  of  inky  black  tears:  but  do  not 
repine — Instead,    come    back    to    the 
same  spot  a  week  or  so  later,  and  a 
freeh  crop  will     probably     be  there.

Aa   a 
matter    of    fact,    the    owners  .of    tffe 
house  were     quite     unaware     of  the 
angel    that   they     were      enterUlnlng 
uiuiwares,   and   considered    It   merely 
a  funny  bunch  of  toadstools,  until  we 
explained  matters. 

The  moat  artotoeratic  member  of 
the  Coprinus  family  to  the  ahaggy- 
mane.  the  Coprinus  Comatua.  Tou 
may  find  a  single  individual  standing 
alone  by  the  roadside,  a  Uttle,  /erect, 
rounded  none,  or  in  the  back  of  some 
garden  or  In  a  distant  field  you  may 
suddenly  see  an  enormous  patch. 
They  stand  there  like  lUtle  furled  um- 
brellas, waltlnc  for  the  sun  to  unfold 
them  cradually  and  show  their  pole 
pink  lining  that  so  quickly  tarns 
brown  and  dark.  If  captured  In  ex- 
treme youth  before  the  unfurling  pro- 
cess has  besun,  they  are  of  all  mush- 
rooms the  most  delectable. 

Potaonoiia  TaHeUsa 

I  hate  to  mention  the  name  of  thto 
bad  member  of  the  mushroom  family, 
fo/  it  to  not  worthy  to  be  eallod  even 
the  seat  of  the  friendly  toad.  The 
death  angel,  the  death  cup.  ^e  de- 
stroying angel  are  aome  of  its  every- 
day names,  while  Its  proper  or  Im- 
proper name  to  Amanita  Phalloideek 
i^he  mushroom  to  quite  common,  and 
the  poison  that  It  carriee  to  the  eame 
variety  as  thst  found  In  the  fangs  of 
a  rattlesnake.  There  to  no  known 
antidote  for  It.  though  the  prompt 
use  of  a  ^mach  pump  and  castor  oil 
may  set  rid  of  the  undigested  por- 
tions and  so  save  the  sufferer. 

The  cap  of  thto  fungue  to  greentoh 
white  or  touched  with  brown.  ITnder- 
neath.  the  gills  are  white,  and  be- 
tween them  and  the  stem  there  to  a 
little  space.  Thto  stem  to  the  most 
characteristic  part.

TYRANNY  OF  LOVE

A  great  many  Rood  and  earnest 
people  are  concern  InR  themselves 
vrry  closely  with  what  they  quaintly 
call  the  relationship  Of  the  sexes. 
Not  only  those  people,  but  also  all 
thone  who  are  eaRerly  asked  to  give  a 
considered  opinion — from  bishops  to 
ballet  dancers — soem  to  me  to  avoid 
almott  instinctively  the  real  crux  of 
the  question — the  awful .  tyranny  of 
love. 

By  love  I  do  not  mean  cither  luat 
or  Platopic  •  friendship,  but  that 
BtranRe,  Protean  passion  which,  to  my 
thinkinR,  was  never  ao  wonderfully 
or  truly  described  aa  by  the  poet  who 
called  it  "creature  of  poignant  thlrat 
and   exqulaite    hunRer.      .      .     ." 

Only  a  fanatical  crank  can  afford 
to  ignore  th«»  maater  paeslon  of  all 
humanity.  We  hear  of  what  is  de- 
scribed as  a  "feminist"  apartment 
house,  consisting  of  flats  In  which  no 
wife  Is  permitted  to  live  with  her 
husband  and  no  husband  with  his 
wife!  -K  couple,  it  seems,  may  ha\*e 
two  Hats  side  by  side,  but  their  hap- 
piness 1»  to  be  safeRuarded  by  ^fire- 
proof walls  and   Yale   locks.  , 

Those  who  dealRned  that  strange 
apartment  hou.se  forgot  the  eternal 
truth,  expressed  by  one  of  thi;  great 
lovers  of  the  old  world.  It  was  for 
his  love  that  he  wrote  the  Immortal 
words: 

"Stone  w^lls  do  not  a  prison  make. 

Nor  Iron  bars  a  caRe." 

And  yet.  in  a  sense,  every  lover  la 
imprisoned  In  and  by  his  love.  While 
he  (or  fhe)  is  a  thrall  to  this  passion 
nothinR  else  matters.  To  him  and  to 
her  the  whole  world — and  especially 
the  world, of  busy,  happy.  Interfering 
cranks — is  entirely  out  of  focus;  in- 
deed, for  all  practical  purposes,  la  not 
there.  But  this  abnormal  condition 
may  last  for  weeks,  montha.  years, 
even  for  a  lonR  lifetime.  Not  the 
wisest  can  tell.  I.ove  comea  unseen; 
we  only  see  it  go. 

The  old  relationship  of  the  sexes — 
If  by  that  la  meant  marriage — Is  what 
may  be  calleil  a  auperhuman.  gjillant 
attempt  to  d«»Rl  with  the  consequences 
which  are  the  inevitable  outcome  of 
"that  supreme  dlslnteRrant.  the 
Tyranny  of  Lovp."  Believers  In 
sacramental  marriage  have  never 
claimed  that  It  is  a  natural  state,  but, 
on  the  contrary,  a  state  of  grace. 

Every  human  being,  man  or  wom- 
an, who  has  lived  a  full  life,  and  who 
has  reached  even  early  middle  ag(*. 
has  almost  inevitably  taken  part  in 
that  eternal  war — the  war  of  the 
sexes. 

AmonR  the  hiRhly  civilized  there 
are  some — men  more  than  women — 
who  are  content  silently  to  nurse 
their  wounds,  and  leave  it  at  that. 
Others  there  are,  and  prAbably  more 
women  than  men,  iiy-hn  hopefully  en- 
gsRe  In  more  wars — little  wars.  They 
are  equally  miserable  when  In  lov*  or 
out  of  love. 

But  both  these  states  only  concern 
those  wl\o  have  time  to  waste  on  tAe 
emotions.  The  average  ftian  and 
woman  face  the  fact  that  In  every 
existence  the  time  must  come  for 
some  aort  of  a  reconstruction.  It  la 
then  that  the  props  which  surround 
modern  marriave.  and  which  many 
peopi*  rCRard  as  artificial  and  out  of 
dale,  play  not  only  a  valuable  but  an 
absolutely  necessary  part  in  making 
life  the  reasonable  and  decent  thing  It 
has  to.ba  if  our  workaday  world  la  to 
be.  carried  on  and  made  what  It  ought 
to  bo  for  those  who  ar*  coming 
alter  ua.

DUNCAN.  B.C..  Sept.  27.— A  Urge 
and  most  enthusiastic  audience  at- 
calied  by  the  'Cowlchan  branch  of 
tha  Uberty  League  of  Canada  at 
the  Cowlchan  Station  Hall  on  last 
Saturday  night.  Mr.  C.  Wallich. 
the  convener  of  the  local  committee 
of  tha  Liberty  League,  took  the 
chair,  and  he  was  supported  on  the 
platform  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Hawthom- 
thwaite,  M.L.A.;  Mr.  K.  F.  Duncan. 
MX.  A.;  Ueut.-Col.  C!olla<d.  C.B.; 
Mr.  C.  T.  Crooe,  vice-president  of 
the  Victoria,  branch  Liberty  League; 
Mr.  Wm.  M.  Dwyer,  president  of 
the  Cowlchan  branch  of  the  Liberty 
League:  Mr.  O.  ^,  Cheeke,  vice- 
president;  Mr.  <  W.  May.  Mr. 
Tooker,  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Oibbona,  as 
well   as  a   number  of   ladies. 

The  chairman  made  a  few  brief 
remarks  to  open  the  meeting,  and 
introduced  Mr.  Kenneth  Duncan,  who 
stated  that  he  had  not  come  to 
make  a  speech,  but  thought  the 
time  had  arrived  when  he,  in  con»- 
mon  with  other  men  in  public  life, 
slvould  Mtate  clearly  the  position 
which  they  took  on  this  Important 
question.  Mr.  Duncan  stated  that, 
while  not  entirely  agreeing  with  tbu 
Liberty  League  on  all  points,  he 
was  absolutely  as  one  with  tjiem  in 
their  main  contention,  that  of  be- 
ting—Of — fgvor^of  Govern ment  eontrrl 
II nd  opposed  to  the  present  Prohl- 
tion    Act. 

Mr.  Duncan  was  followed  by 
Lieut.-Col.  Collard,  who  made  a 
most  manly,  clear  and  logical 
speech,  which  aroused  repeated  ap- 
plause from  'the  audience.  Col. 
Collard  stated  that  he  Had  served 
his  country  as  a  soldier  in  all  parts 
of  the  world  for  twenty-seven  years, 
us  an  offlcer  In  the  Royal  Mariner, 
that  he  had  come  to  Esquimau 
many  years  ago  on  one  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's ships,  and  through  all  his 
subsequent  wanderings  i,n  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country,  he  had  one 
Ideal  in  front  of  him,  to  which  he 
had  constantly  looked  forward,  this 
being  the  day  when  he  could  retire 
from  active  service  and  settle  down 
to  end  his  days  and  enjoy  life  on 
Vancouver  Island.  This  time  had  now 
arrived,  but  he  found  his  liberty  as- 
sailed and  he  was  not  allowed  to 
regulate  his  own  life  In  his  own  home, 
as  he  claimed  every  Briton  had  a 
right  to  do.  Col.  Collard  stated  that 
he  was  absolutely  at  one  with  the 
genuine  Prohibitionist  in  so  far  that 
he  sought  to  curtail  the  enormous  evil 
which  was  wrought  through  the  over- 
indulgence in,  and  abuse  of  strong 
drink.  But  he  deprecated  in  vigorous 
language  the  efforts  which  were  being 
made  by  the  Prohibition  party  to 
curtail  this  evil.  *"  ",   . 

Mr.  G.  A.  Cheeke,  In  a  brief  and 
well  reasoned  speech,  urged  upon  his 
audience  the  advisability  of  marking 
their   ballot   for   Government    control. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Cross,  the  next  speaker, 
gave'  an  account  of  his  tour  up  the 
Island  and  showed  the  great  success 
that  attended  his  efforts  In  organis- 
ing the  Liberty  League  throughout 
the  Comox  district,  and  In  the  course 
of  his  remarks  showed  up  the  Incon- 
sistency and  hypocrisy  of  some  of  the 
champions   of   Prohibition. 

Before  calling  on  Mr.  Hawthorn- 
thwaite.  the  chairman  called  on  Mr. 
Dwyer  to  >flve  a  brief  account  of  the 
organization  of  the  local  branch.  Mr. 
Dwyer  did  so,  and  in  vigorous  words 
denounced  the  present  Prohibition 
Act,  and  showed  conclusively  that  in 
this  locality  at  any  rate  it  had  sig- 
nally failed  in  keeping  the  habitual 
drunkard  sober,  although  It  might 
have  been  considered  to  have  been 
successful  in  having  kept  a  number  of 
sober  law-abiding  people  thirsty. 

The  concluding  speaker  was  Mr.  J. 
H.  Hawthornthwaite,  who  In  a  vigor- 
ous and  characteristic  speech  de- 
nounced the  Prohibition  Act  and 
quoted  statistics  to  show  that  drun- 
kenness was  not  the  cause  of  the 
poverty  and  crime  usually  attributed 
to  it  by  the  Prohibitionists,  and  he 
showed  the  danger  into  which  we 
were  drifting  owing  to  the  drug  habit, 
and  other  evils  which  he  claimed 
were  directly  attributable  to  the  Pro- 
hibition Act. 

At'  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
the  chairman  aaked  the  audience  to 
elect  a  local  committee  to  handle  the 
nffalrs  of  the  Liberty  League  at 
Cowlchan  Station.  The  following 
ladies  and  gentlemen  were  then 
elected  on  the  committee:  Mr.  H.  P. 
Tooker.  Mrs.  I.  Heade,  Mr.  H.  W. 
May.  Mr.  C.  T.  Gibbons,  Mrs.  Wal- 
cot,  Mrs.  Mackie  and  Mr.  B.  H.  For- 
rest. The  following  will  act  as  con- 
veners; Mr.~"C.  Wallich  for  Cowlchan 
Station:  Mr.  .Tervls  Waldy  for  Cow- 
lchan Bay,  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Edgecombe 
for  Genoa  Bay. 

The  chairman  urged  upon  his  audi- 
ence before  leaving  the  hall  to  sign 
up  their  carda  in  the  Liberty,  League, 
to  which  request  he  received  a  most 
gratifying  response.  Mr.  Tooker 
nloved  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
speakers,  which  wa*  seconded  by  Mr.

CHICAGO,  Sept.  28.— The  National 
Commission  today  reversed  Its  de- 
cision of  yesterday  and  decided  to 
open  the  world's  series  at  Brooklyn, 
October  5,  playing  three  games  there. 
The  change  was  made  lU  the  request 
of  James  Dunn,  president  of  the 
Cleveland  club,  who  asked  more  time 
to  psepare  the  Cleveland  grounds  in 
the  event  his  team  should  win  the 
Amerlcah   League   pennant. 

The  teams  will  travel  on  October  8 
and  open  In  the  American  League 
city  winning  the  pennant,  either 
Cleveland  or  Chicago,  October  9,  for 
a  four-game  series.  Brooklyn  ob- 
tains the  eighth  game  October  14,  and 
will  also  stage  the  ninth  game.  If  one 
In  necessary,  as  the  National  League 
yesterday  won  the  toss  for  the  final 
game.  If  a  ninth  game  Is  played, 
however.  It  will  be  on  October  15,  In- 
stead of  October  16,  as  the  day's  In- 
termission for  traveling  has  been 
eliminated.

Battling  Levlnsky  It  going  to  be  a 
very  easy  mark  for  hint  when  they 
meet,  but  It  may  be  that  thefe  la  a 
great  surprise  in  store  for  the  Idol  of 
France.  Georges  says  that  he  will 
win  with  a  knockout,  the  only  kind 
of  victory  that  would  materially 
boost  his  stock  as  a  contender  for 
the  heavyweight  championship. 
There  are  many  who  think  that 
Georges  Is  away  off  In  his  calcula-

If  Levlnsky  can  get  Into  any- 
thing like  his  old  time  form  Car- 
pentler's  chances  of  scoring  a  knock- 
out are  far  from  promising.  If  both 
men  shoot  square  and  Levlnsky  is 
the  Levlnsky  of  old,  Carpentier  will 
have  all  he  can  do  to  win  the  de- 
cision. But  if  It  is  true  that  Levln- 
sku  Is  on  his  last  legs  It  will  be  a 
different    matter. 

Report  has  It  that  Levlnsky  Is 
through.  The  fact  that  he  has  donu 
little  fighting  during  the  last  year  or 
so  and  that  he  quit  the  ring  to  be- 
come a  promoter  bears  out  this  Idea. 
However,  Levlnsky  declares  that  all 
he  needs  Is  eufflclent  time  to  prepare 
and  he  wilt  enter  the  ring  as  good 
as    he    ever    was. 

In  that  case  Monsieur  Carpentier 
had  better  look  out  for  trouble. 
Stopplpg  the  slow  footed  and  slow 
thinking  Joe  Beckett  with  a  punch 
and  landing  the  same  wallop  on 
Levlnsky  are  two.  different  proposi- 
tions. 

Beating  up  slow-moving  fellows 
like  Beckett  always  has  been  Lcv- 
Insky's  favorite  form  of  exercise.  No 
one  knows  better  than  Levlnsky  how 
easy  a  man'41lke  Beckett  Is  for  a 
fast  boxer,  so  that  Carpentler's  vic- 
tory over  the  Englishman  does  not 
Impress  the  Battler  as  anything  re- 
markable, although  he  does  admire 
the  effectiveness  of  the  wallop  thht 
did  the  trick. 

Levlnsky  Can't  Hit 
Levlnsky  is  a  boxer  with  only  one 
fault — he  can't  hit  a  lick.  Aside 
from  that  falling,  he  measures  dp 
well.  He  possesses  more  science  and 
ring  generalship  J.han  any  heavy- 
weight to  come  to  the  front  since 
the  old  line  of  ring  warriors  that 
flourlBhed  during  Uorton  law  days 
passed   on. 

Levlnsky.  first  attracted  attention 
about » the  time  that  the  gall  ''for 
white  hopes  went  out,  but  he  himself 
never  was  regarded  In  the  light  of 
a  white  hope.  He  was  considered 
altogether  too  small  for  the  task  of 
humbling  the  giant  Johnson.  Lev- 
lnsky himself  did  not  dispute  that 
verdict  very  strenuously,  but  he 
amused  himself  by  taking  on  the 
white  hopes  one  after  anotheV  and 
making  most  of  them  look  like  sorry 
Jokes. 

He  outpointed  Jim  Coffey  when 
the  Dublin  giant  was  looked  upon  as 
a  real  find.  He  toyed  with  the  Im- 
petuous Jim  Flynn,  making  the  ag- 
gressive fireman  look  like  a  raw 
hand,  although  at  that  time  Flynn 
was  at  the  top  ef  his  form  and  a 
dangerous  proposition.  He  outboxed 
Gunboat  Smlfh.  easily  evmdlng  the 
Gunner's  terrible  right,  and  he 
handed  out  boxing  lessons  to  Soldier 
Kearns,  Tony  Ross  nnd  other  big 
fellows  who  had  weight  Vnd  wallop 
In    their   favor,    but   no   science. 

It  Is  true  that  agslnst  men  of  his 
own  size  Levlnsky  has  not  done  any- 
thing remarkable.  His  lack  of  hit- 
ting ability  prevented  him  from 
winning  deolsively,  and  his  speed 
was  not  such  a  tremendous  advant- 
age when  h(s  opponent  also  posssssed 
ability  In  that  line.

IS  DOG  CENTRE 


Sport  Ranks  With  Horse  Rac- 
ing in  Southern  State — East 
Bay  Kennels  Best  That.Can 
Be  Built 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  Cal..  Sept  t1. — 
California  is  rapidly  gaining  fame  as 
the  greyhound  producing  centre  of 
the  country.  The  "Irish  ponies'*  have 
been  coming  in  for  more  than  their 
share  of  attention  in  the  last  few 
months,  and  especially  since  the 
erection  of  the  new  couralng  park  at 
Emeryville  and  the  Introduction  of 
the  sport  at  San  Bruno. 

More  than  150  hounds  of  all  sizes, 
description  and  pedigree  are  working 
out  dally  on  the  East  Bay  track,  .and 
every  day  brings  a  few  new  ones  into 
the  fold.  The  sport  is  probably  the 
most  thrilling  of  any  outdoor  sport, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  horye 
racing,  that  has  been  staged  in  this 
state  in  a  number  of  years. 

Dog  racing  is  not  a  new  wrinkle  In 
the  California  sport  world.  It  has 
been  here  before,  in  the  days  of  ths 
old  Ingleslde  track  and  afterwards 
run  on  a  small  scale  throughout  the 
southern  part  of  the  state,  but  never 
as  a   weekly  attraction. 

The  law  prohibited  the  use  of  ll\-e 
hares  in  the  coursing  events,  so  the 
mechanical  rabbit,  attached  to  a  long 
arm  on  a  motor  that  runs  oit-  raHs 
outside  the  track,  was  installed.  After 
the  first  few  races  tbe  motor  formed 
a  bad  habit  of  bucking  and  Jumping 
the  track.  Repairs  and  alterations  in 
the  bevel  of  the  course  has  elimin- 
ated any  trouble  from  the  mechanioai 
source. 

The  races  are  held  over  a  quarter- 
mile  track  every  Sunday  afternoon. 
Some  of  the  best  ooursing  hounds  in 
the  state,  even  in  the  country,  are 
competing  on  the  track.  Best  known 
among  them  is  "Skookum." 

"Skookum"  sUrted  as  a  soiling 
plater  and  boosted  himself  into  a 
stake  position  before  the  third  week 
of  racing  had  sUrted.  The  hound  is 
a  slender  fellow  with  a  long -stride 
and  as  smart  as  a  whip.  He  not  only 
outruns  everything  on  the  field,  but 
out-smarts  them  as  welL 

Among  others  who  have  shown 
their  class  ars  Steam  Roller,  Honor 
M..  Birdie.  Blanchie,  Diablo,'  Kiowa, 
Oakland  Beau  and  King  Dick.  Konor 
M.,  Steam  Roller,  Skookum  and 
Birdie  all  rank  In  Class  ▲  and  havo 
run  several  match  races. 

The  kennels  at  the  track  are  the 
best  that  can  be  built,  and  the  hand- 
lers are  men  with  years  of  experience 
to  their  credit.  A  sUnd  seating  more 
than  3.000  persons  overlooks  the 
track,  and  from  It  a  full  view  of  every 
part  of  the  track  can  be  had.

A  most  enthuRlasttc  reception  was 
given  the  Minneapolis  Symphony  Or- 
chestra at  the  Arena  last  evening.

The  calibre  of  the  Individual 
musicians  was  tMited  in  such  a  work  as 
the  Tannhauser  Overture,  where  abso- 
lute nicety  of  detail  is  essential  to  the 
perfection  of  the  work  presentetl.  With 
but  few  exceptions  the  various  composi- 
tions taken  up  were  presented  with 
strict  obedience  to  tempo,  and  the  rich 
ensemble  eftects  were  such  as  could 
only  be  attained  by  an  organization 
which  has  worked  as  such  for  some 
years.  While  a  very  fine  reserve  mark<H] 
the  orchestra's  work  throughout,  this 
did  not  in  any  wise  lessen  the  great 
dramatic  effects  nought  In  the  Wag- 
nerian composition,  for  Instance.  The 
climax  was  approached  with  dignity  and 
statellness.  In  the  Tschalkowsky  work 
the  Scherxo,  in  which  all  the  Instru- 
ments (commencing  with  the  strings) 
play  pluicato  throughout,  prove<l  par- 
ticularly appealing,  although  the  beauti- 
ful suave  melody  of  the  second  move- 
ment— taken  vp  instrument  after  Instru- 
ment— was  also  very   beautiful. 

Of  the  remaining  numbers  of  the  pro- 
gramme the  "Rustic  Dance'  by  Cowen 
proved  quite  a  favorite,  the  subject  be- 
ing taken  up  first  by  the  wind  instru- 
ments In  a  very  charming  way.  The 
violins  carried  the  air  beautifully  in 
the  ^'Graceful  Dance,"  notable  for  its 
charming  rhythm. 

Miss  Florence  Macbeth  won  a  host  of 
admirers  by  her  delightful  additions  to 
the  programme.  roasessed  of  a  so- 
prano voice  which  Is  very  true  and 
sweet,  particularly  In  the  lower  regis- 
ters, she  has  the  further  perfections 
which  come  with  long  training  and  ex- 
perience, and  the  difficult  intervals 
and  florid  passages  bf  the  Bell  eong 
from    "Lakme"    were   faultlessly     sung.

I  h&T*  an  Idea  that  thia  wMk     I 
will  give  yea  the   political  views  of 
"The   Lottnyer."       Of     course,     you 
^111    not    take    thorn    over-sertoualy; 
you  will  kindly  regard   tnem  as   the 
Idle  vaporlncs  of  an  idle  fellow  who 
has  nev^r  taken  his  politics  too  mu^ 
In  earnest,  but  who  up  to  date   has 
,  alwaya  voted  In  the  eama  old     way 
In   whleb  his  ancestors  voted,    with* 
out  any  duo  regard  to  the  Issues  at 
stake.     It  may  be  that  now  we  shall 
change  all  that,  but  I  am  quite  sure 
that    the    majority    of   you    will      be 
perfectly  In  accord  with  me  when  I 
say  that,  with  respect  to  modern  po- 
litical   conditions    all    over  the  world, 
It  is  a  case  of   "six  of  one.   half-a- 
doxen  of  the     other,     and  the  devil 
take  the  hindmost."     I  noticed     this 
parUcularly  last  Monday  night.  The 
Arena  was, over  three-quarters  filled 
with    an   audience      which    had      as- 
sembled to  see  and  hear  the  leader 
of  the  Oppasltlon.     Tou  will  observe 
that   I   bav«   carefully   Inserted      the 
word  "see,"  because  I  am  convinced 
that    the    majority   of    the    audience 
~dtd' not  attand  from  any  desire     to^ 
hear  any  expression  of  policy  which 
he  might  put  forth,  but  solely  from 
curiosity  to  tee  what  manner  of  than 
he     was     physically,     and     to     hear 
whether   he   was   an    orator   or    not. 
After  he  had  spoken  for  about Jtwen- 
ty  minutes  this  curiosity  was  satis- 
fied, and  the  audience  quite  qaletly 
began  to  troop  out.     Apparently  they 
were  not  In  the  least  Interested     In 
the  subftanee  of  his  speech.     I   have 
never   attended   a   political      meeting 
where     there  was     less     enthusiasm 
shown       or     less       public       Interest 
evinced.     And  this   is     not     written 
with  any  idea  o(  attempting  to  be- 
little   tha      principal      speaker,      but 
iimply  as  evidence  of  the  fact    that 
the  public  hav*!  loat  Interest  in  |loll- 
tics  as  oomrtdered     from     a     party 
standpoint.     The  average  man  fs  now 
MS    ambiguous    as    to    his'    political 
viewpoint  as  was  Dr,   Johnson  when 
he  was  asked  by  a  lady  as  t^  his  re> 
ligious     bstisf.        "Madam."     replied 
'the  great  lexloographar,  "I  am     of 
the  religion   to     i«)|i<|h     all  sensible 
men  belong."      '^Aild  Which  is  that?" 
she    queried.       "Madam,"    said      he. 
"no  sensible  man  ever  reveals  which 
religion   It  Is  to  which   he  belongs." 
It  ^s  conceivable  that  some  political 
Issue  may  some  day  arise  which  will 
excite    the   perfervid   Interest  of    the 
electorate,   so   that  some  shadow    of 
the'  old-time      electloil    frenty      will 
ewavp  the  country   Into  a  maelsYMfc-' :: 
of  excitement,  but  it  will  have  to  be 
a  very  remarkable  Issue  It  it  Is  ever 
successfully    to      revive      the    rancor 
which   those  same  old-time  elections 
used  to  engender.     In   the  meantime 
the  Unionists,   the  Conservatives,   the 
Liberals,  the  Farmers'  Party,  the  Re- 
turned  Men,   the   Labor   Party,     the 
iSoelallsts,  and    even    the    JSolahevIki, 
ara  all  under     the  impreaalon     that 
they  are  going   tor  aweep  the  coun- 
try wh«n  the  time  eomes.  and     the 
public,  for  the  most  part,  gapes.

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bnt.  To.  come  back  to  the  Oood 
tQueen  and  the  story  I  have  In  mind. 
'During  her  reign  there  was  a  cer- 
tain command  performance  at  Buck- 
'ir.gbam  Palace  and  one  of  the  then 
'music-hall  stars  was  summoned  to 
«ntertaln  the  royal  party.  He  sang 
b  song  which  most  of  you  have  prob- 
bbly  heard,  entitled  "Beer,  beer, 
'glorious  beer."  There  were  some  In 
»the  audience  who  heard  it  with  eon - 
tsternatlon.  thinking  that  It  might 
not, meet  with  the  Quean's  approval. 
"On  the  contrary,  the  Good  Queen 
♦was  so  pleased  with  It  that  she  made 
a  special  order  for  its  encore.  And 
^ow  the  city  named  after  her  is  the 
Capital  City  of  a  Province  which  Is 
'endeavoring  ta  place  the  everlasting 
^an  on  Britain's  national  beverage, 
li  doea«ound  rather  queer,  doesn't  it?

^  I  have  recently,  for  the  firsftlme.

Km  TIeMed  HeavUy 
'  First  and  last,  the  Payne  mine 
has  produced  $6,000,000  worth  of  ore, 
most  of  it  during  years  when  both 
lead  and  silver 'were  selling  at  low 
figured.  The  main  ore  shoot,  which 
haa  been  sloped  from  the  fifth  level 
•to  surface,  was  nearly  1,200  feet 
'long  and  showed  an  average  width 
of  possibly  six  Inches,  though  in 
'many  places  bulging  to  six  or  sev^ 
Teet  of  clean  ore.  Shipments  since 
VliBcevery  have  reached  50,000  tons 
of  silver-lead  and  6,000  tons  of  zinc 
ore.

In  spite  oi 
heavy  costs  Incidental  to  develop- 
ment In  an  inaccessible  country  and 
low  prices  of  metals  during  practi- 
cally the  entire  period  of  Its  pro- 
ductive life,  the  mine  has  j>ald 
$1,438,000  In  dividends,  the  last  in 
the  early  908,  after  acquisition  by 
the  present  owning  company,  which 
Was  promoted  by  Clarence  J.  Mc- 
Cualg,  of  Montreal,  who  also  pur- 
"chased  the  Republic  mine,  at  Re- 
'publlc,'- Wash..  aX>  about  the  same 
time.  'The  purchase  price  of  the 
Payne  mine,  then  owned  by  Sco<Mc- 
Donald,  8.  S.  Bailey,  A,  W.  McCune, 
W.  A.  Hoge  and  W.  B.  Brownlee, 
Was  placed  at  $3,000,000. 

Milling  Plant  Destroyed 

F9llowlng  purchase  by  the  Mon- 
treal''lnterestB,  a  milling  plant,  with 
magnetic  sine  separator,  was  erected 
upon  the  Kaslo  &  Sloean  tracks  and 
connected  by  gravity  tramway  with 
the  No.  5  level.  In  four  years,  from 
1902  to  1906,  the  plant  treated  180,- 
000  tons  of  material  derived  from 
stops  fllllngs  and  dumps,  yielding 
6,186  tons  concentrate,  or  one  ton  of 
concentrate  for  each  34.7  tons 
milled.  This  plant  was  subsequently 
destroyed  by  fire  and  very  shortly 
thereafter  the  Montreal  company 
ceased    operations. 

War  8topp(>d  Developmlcnt 

In  1912,  after  the  property  had 
been  Idle  for  several  years,  W.  E. 
Zwlcky,  who  had  been  superinten- 
dent under  Montreal  control,  organ- 
ised the  Sloean-Payne  Mines  Ltd.,  to 
take  over  a  lease  and  bomi  ,upon 
the  mine.  A  4,000-foot  crosscut  was 
run  727  feet  below  the  lowest  work- 
ings on  .No.  8  level  and  1,600  feet 
from  surface  and  connected  by  raise 
with  No.  8  level.  After  much  hard 
luck,  which  Included  a  rush  of  water 
that  ripped  out  equipment  and 
washed  a  great  hole  in  the  mountain- 
side, the  vein  was  found  approxi- 
mately 200  feet  to  the  left  of  the 
general  direction  of  the  croascut  but 
where  Interaected  it  showed  no  clean 
ore.  Having  expended  over  $150,000 
and  being  unable  to  raise  more  ow- 
ing to  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  the 
leasing  company  threw^  up  Its  option 
tfhd  the  property  has  since  remained 
Idle,  except  for  occasional  efforts  of 
leasers  In  the  upper  workings.— 
Spokane  Mining  Truth.

Slinlng  Company,  operating  the  Stan- 
dard mine,  near  Bilverton,  Sloean 
dlstrlQt,  shows  a  cash  surplus  of 
$367,996  on  hand  July  81.

TORONTO,  Sept.  28 (Jilbert  Jones, 

fourteen  years -old,  messenger,  wa.s 
crushed  to  death  by  a  freight  elevator 
in  the  fsctory  of  Hambly  &  Wilson 
yestcrdHy. 


Four  reineamationa  and  atiil  going 
gtrong  ia  the  story  of  the  barge  Queen 
City,  ex-ateamer,  ex-achooner.  ex- 
wreck.  She  haa  been  up  the  scale 
and  down  again,  and  has  been  on 
foreign  eervice  and  coastwise  trade: 
has  successfully  battled  with  'the 
tempests  of  the  open  Pacific,  defeated 
the  pitfalls  and.  snares  of  the  Inside 
paasage,  and  been  a'  popular  carrier 
on  the  British  Columbia  coast  for 
many  years.  She  has  been  burned 
and  sunk,  condemned  and  approved, 
and  now  has  entered  another  useful 
channel  of  marine  endeavor,  atatea 
The  Vancouver   Province. 

Laid  down  in  1893  by  Mr.  R.  Brown 
of  Vancouver,  she  was  launched  In 
1894.  The  ship  was  constructed  at 
False  Creek,  and  was  originally  meant 
to  be  a  steamer  for  the  then  flourish- 
ing sealing  trade.  Developmenta 
arose  which  put  a  stop  to  sealing  in- 
dustry proopects,  and  ahe  was  rigged 
aa  a  schooner  and  loaded  lumber  (or 
the  Orient.  CapUlh  Bejerre,  now 
master  of  the  tugboat  Commodore, 
was  in  command.  It  is  reported  that 
while  in  a  great  storm  on  the  China 
Sea  the  tight  little  ship  turned  com- 
pletely over  and  then  bobbed  up 
serenely,  light  aa  a  cork,  and  "carried 
on"  safely  to  her  port  of  destination. 

On  her  return  to  Victoria  she  wal 
bought  by  the  Canadian  Paciflc  Navi- 
gation Company,  which  put  steam  in 
her  and  used  her  on  the  hard  West 
Coast  runs,  carrying  freight  and  pas- 
sengers. Later  she  was  taken  over 
by  the  C.P;R.  coaBtwlse  service  and 
used  on  northern  cannery  runs.  Cap- 
tain T.  S.  Guns,  the  pilot,  commanded 
her  for  some  time,  and  also  Captain 
her  for  some  time,  and  so  Captain 
Orhiiston.  of  the  Princess  Mary.  Be- 
tween four  and  five  years  ago  she 
took  Are  when  leaving  Victoria  and 
w{^8  burned  to  the  water's  edge.  The 
Vancouver  Dredging  &  Salvage  Com- 
pany bouiht  her.  and  later  sold  her 
to  the  Pacific  Lime  Co.  The  latter 
company  rebuilt  her,  had  her  plaoed 
in  good  condition,  and  put  her  on  the 
lime  run  to  their  Blubber  Bay  prop- 
erties. She  haa  been  on  that  run  ever 
since. 

With  thfr  purchkse  of  the  fine  steel 
steamer  K.  D.  Kingsley,  the  company 
decided  to  use  the  Queen  City  as  a 
hulk,  and  consequently  a  short  time 
ago  the  order  was  given. to  take  out 
the  engines.  So  from  now  on  the 
steamer-schooner-barge  Queen  City 
will  always  travel  on  the  lime  run 
under  escort  of  a  tugboat.  Perhaps 
Captain  Bejerre.  will  have  the  Job 
sometimes  of  hauling  his  former 
proud  command.

Andrew's    Church      schoolroom      last 
night  when  a  series  of  lantern  alides. 
picturing  the  widespread  actlrlttea  of 
the  society  was  shown  to  an  Interested 
audience.      The     Rev.    J.    O.     Inkster 
coi^ducted  the  lecture,  explaining  each 
slide  ia  it  appeared  on  the  screen. 

The  preliminary  portion  of  the  lec- 
ture dealt  with  the  missionary  work 
among  the  Indiana  of  Canada  and  the 
newly  arrived  Immigrants,  and  was 
conftned  mostly  to  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces. The  scenes  then  shifted  to 
India,  thence  to  .China  and  .Tapan. 
showing  ail  phaaes  of  the  mission- 
ary's tajnc  among  Oriental  peoples. 

The  slides,  which  are  thf  property 
of  the  Boai:d,  haye  been  sent  out 
from  Toronto  for  educational  pur- 
paaes.  On  Wednesday  night  they

Reason  for  Tugboat  Going 
Down  Off  Nitinat  Not  Known 
by  Captain — Water  Poured 
In — Crew  Lett 


The  men  who  wei e  aboard  the  tug- 
boat  Beryl  when  she  sank  suddenly 
off  Nitinat  on  Sunday,  do  not  know 
the  colise  of  the  accident.  The  little 
craft  lies  in  eleven  fathoms  of  water, 
and  it  is  dotibt^ul  If  any  attempt  will 
'be  made  to  lift  her. 

In  discussing  the  maitter  yesterday. 
Capt.  Anderson  stated  that  his  boat 
had  towed  a  crib  of  logs  out  of  Niti- 
nat River  and  succeeded  in  crossing 
the  dangerous  bar  at  the  mouth.  The 
tug  Prosperative  was  lying  not  far 
off  to  pick  up  the  crib.  When  about 
half  a  mile  off  the  Nitinat  the  Beryl, 
states  Capt.  Anderson,  commenced  to 
settle  by  the  Jiead.  An  investigation 
WAS  made,  he ,  says,  and  water  was 
found  to  be  entering  rapidly  near  the 
bow.  The  four  men. on  board  shortly 
took  to  the  dllnghy  and  rowed  away. 
Ih  a  few  mttiuties  the  Beryl  went  down 
nose  first.  There  wag  a  considerable 
sea  at  the  time.  The  Prosperative 
picked  up  the  crew. 

Capt.  Anderson  claims  that  his  boat 
did  not  bump  the  bar  as  she  crossed 
out,  and  he  can  only  attribute  the 
sinking  to'  the  loosening  of  a  plate. 

The  Prosperative  reached  here  on 
Monday  night  with  the  men  from  the 
Beryl.  Those  aboard  the  rescue  boat 
state  that  they  could  not  understand 
why  the  men  had  taken  to  t'ho  dinghy 
and  thought  they  were  coihtng  aboard. 
Shortly,  however,  they  noticed  that 
the  Beryl  Taa  setlllng.  The  crib  of 
logs  was  lost.

alas   is  callous  self-indulgeace. 

Why  'tni not « they  be  honest,  and 
at  oBoe  admit  that  It  la  unhampered 
aolf-iDd«lgence  that  they  are  after, 
aad  that  they  aro  perfectly  Udlff- 
eceot  aa  to  what  happens  to  the 
other  man.  so  long  as  It  la  not  inter- 
terea  with?  The  old  excuse  of  the 
very  llrst  criminal,  "am  \  my 
brother'a  keeper?"  Is  thelr'a.  They 
assert  that  they  aro  not  "alavea  to 
drtok";  to  me.  It  seems  that  they 
are.  In  that  they  eaanet  givo  up' 
their  indulgence  In  alcohol:  and  the 
moat  hopeless  kind  of  aUvory.  aa 
their  wills  are  In  bondac*.  «aA  th«y 
plead  and  eagerly  light  for  the 
tyrant  who   enslaves  them. 

Any  man  la  a  stave  to  a  pemloioua 
habit  that  he  cannot  give  up.  or  an 
unnatural  craving  that  he  cannot 
overcome;  and  the  alcoholic  habit 
la  both.  That  they  may  continue  iu 
Indoy^nco  they  preach  "Uberty," 
when  It  Is  a  state  of  slavery  they 
are  advocating;  and  they  will  not 
sea  It,  or  accept  of  a  Uberty  whereby 
they  might  be  really  free.  Aro  such 
men  parents,  with  the  future  wel- 
fare of  their  children  at  heart?  But 
the  question  Is  superfluous,  for  the 
alcohol  lover  has  no  one's  welfare 
at  heart — pot  even  his  own;  nothing 
thi^t  may  Interfere  with  the  graUflca-> 
tion  of  hia  unnatural  longing  can  be 
considered. 

One  &t  your  correspondents,  in 
last  Bunday'a  TafljBS  (l»tti  Inst.  X,  -for 
th«  stand  be  takes  in  oppo<lng  Pro- 
hibition, fltatea  that  the  correct  way 
la  to  build  up  the  character  of  the 
younrg,  and  begin  early  to  train  th*m 
to  self-reliance,  that  they  may  be 
able  to  resist  tginptation  to  eviU 
Very  sound  a*vloo:  but  surely  thora 
ar<a  plenty,  ot- evils,,  outsldo  this  par- 
ticular one,  that  cair  for  resistance 
and  a«lf-re«traiht.  There  is  no 
danger  of  thVi  ,  virtue  dying  of 
atrophy  for  laok  of  something  to 
exaffol0o  It  oa,  ' ;  No  thoughtful  and 
conald«r*te:  psreht  would  hwtute  to 
a4tpcste  kny  Iheans  that  would  tend 
ta>  legsen  t^«  tfkngers  to  his  child  by 
romovlng  a  great  temptation  from 
big  ^ath — aad  this  the  most  deadly 
and  insidious  of  any.  A  nun  who 
boaats  that  he  "ia  not  a  slave  to 
drink,"  yet  cannot  foreifo  his  own 
self-indulgence  in  it  i«  not  At  to  be 
a  parent. 

That  "self-indulgeDce."  and  not 
"personal  liberty."  is  the  real  mat- 
ter your  corref pondents '  have  at 
heart  la  further  borne  out  bj^one  of 
them.  who.  ilfter  enviously  eulogU- 
ing  the  hard  drinking. of  the  French 
gnd  Bagllah  of  the  itth  century, 
who,  in  spite  of 'excesaiva  indulgence 
in  "canary,  and  sack."  performed 
•ach  htotario  feat*,  gives  hlnuMU 
away  In  the  sentence.  "I  am  not  auita 
sure  what  'isack"  U,  but  I  would 
not  mind  taking  a  chanoo  on  il»  If  I 
could  get  it" 

A  case  In  the  family  of  a  mission- 
ary la  Inatanoed,  In  which,  oneo 
away  from  parental  control.  the 
members  speedily  and  completely 
succumbed  to  evil  temptation.  This 
may  ho  taken  as  quite  aa  forcible  an 
argument  for  Prohibition  as  for  the 
point,  he  is  trying  to  enforce.  Had 
aleohol  been  unobtainable  the  temp- 
tation to  that  particular  evil  would 
not  have  existed,  and  the  probability 
la  that  they  would  not  have  been 
overcome  by  ethers,  for  that,  the 
most  deadly  aad  insidious,  lead*  up 
to,  or  prepares  th«  ground  for  all 
these,  by  weakening  the  moral  force 
and  will,  beclouding  the  Intellectual 
faeultlea:  thus  demolishing  any  safa> 
fugrd  against  them. 

The  remark  also  was  mad*  tbat> 
when  the  Prohibition  Act  waa  before 
the  Bouse,  "not  any  of  our  legialg- 
torg  had  the  moral  courage  to  *r 
that  drinking  alcohol  in  itaelf  wag 
po  sin.  ahd  that  decent  citiaena  had 
some  rights."  I  do  not  think  thia 
failure  proves  lack  ot  moral  ceur. 
age:  It  would  not  have  helped  th« 
anti-prohibltlenlst  very  much.  Tha 
statement.  "a«  a  statemeat,"  l«  alto- 
gether Innocuous,,  It  Is  entirely  a 
matter  of  the  war  of  looklnv  at.  or 
Interpreting  It.  Drinking  aleohol 
Is  certainly  net  a  virtue,  in  any  case, 
but  most  emphatically  %  fault,  or 
falling*  ahowing  a  weak  yielding  to 
•elt-lndulgenoe,  and  In  exoees  leaa- 
Ing  to  phydcal.  inoral,  and  latellee* 
t'ual  deterioration,  tfhich  la  a  vory 
grave  fault:  and  when  it  leadg  to  the 
same  in  others  It  is  a  decided  ain. 
This  it  almost  Invariably  doea. '  for 
it  muat  bo  remembered  that  no  man 
can  Uve  for  himself  alen*.  but  hla 
actions  are  reflected  In,  or  Influenoa, 
ethers:  and  when  It  la  to  their  detrl. 
ment  it  la  no  man's  "right,*'  but  an 
aetoal  e^me.  and  merita  traatmant 
a*  such. 

In  "the  qusatlon  of  tha  unforton- 
ato  addlet."  your  correspondent 
makas  a  very  strong  plea  for  Fro- 
hibltlon,  though  he  Is  tafending  tha 
oppoaite  courg*.  A  hoapital.  with 
hind,  bat  Una  reatralnt.  at«.,  la  prau> 
Ucally  tha  only  "care;"  bat  thia 
really  amounts  to  prohibition,  thdn. 
snd  alwa/a.  far  not  one  ease  tn  a 
hundred  Is  proof  against  future 
temptation.  Vary  feelingly,  ha  seems 
to  speak  In  their  behalf:  bat  Is  It  so? 
or  Is  tt  not  rather  an  attampt  to 
throw  dust  Into  the  eyes  of  their 
friends?  "Remember  one  thing.** 
he  says,  "the  object  we  have  Jn  view 
la  the  euro  of  the  unfortunate  men. 
etc."  And  this  by  giving  them  full 
oppor^nlty  to  Indnlgo  in  the  use  of 
the  very  thing  that  h«s  caused  their 
ruin.  Prevention  la  always  quoted 
as  being  better  than  euro,  and  natur- 
ally 'With  alcohol  unobtainable  there 
wouM  be  no  evila  reoaltlng  from  Us 
aae  to  cure.  What  b«  urge*  about 
friends  of  inebriates,  by  voting  for 
prohibition  being  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter and  murdor,  is  entirely 
false,  and  ta  evidently  a  statement 
made  wtth  the  Intention  to  eoafosa 
and  Intimidate  thoee  friends.  and 
prevent  them  'voting  for  Prohlbttlen. 
or  Induce  them  to  vata  the  other 
way.  Aleohol  Is  alraady  killing  tho 
btobrteU.  and  (the  wUhhaMtng  of  It 
(an  only  tend  to  navo  thaoi.  f« 
fain  hla  end  he  even  appaols  to  tha 
"■Mtbora  and  wivoa  off  aaeh  nafoi*' 
tunataa."  T  Imagine  that  thaaa.  who 
knew  to  their  bitter  eoft.  tlia  dgadb' 
affect  of  arlnk.  sHll  ba  ftwart  aiH 
igr  PMMMtiaa.  for. 


It  be  too  kite  to  aavo  tho  Sather,  and 
husband.  R  may  yot  aavo  the  child: 
and  a  Government  Institution  for  the 
care  and  core  of  tho  tnehriate  way 
aUU.^alao,  ha  of  boMflt  to  tho 
former. 

The  drunkard,  though  possibly  tho 
great  sol  oaonder.  is  not  tho  greaieet 
■Inner,  but.  rather,  tho  steady  and 
'itcTft  drinker,  and  even  .tlie  "mod- 
erate." who.  posing  as  a  -/irtooua 
and  pattern  citisen,  boasting  that  he 
la  not  aa  othera.  and  declaring  tltat 
aleohol  haa  no  hoM  or  influenoa  over 
him.  yet  cannot,  or  will  not.  give  up 
alcoholic  indulgence.  an4  (more 
shame  to  him)  deliberately  stands  in 
the  way  of  measurea  calculated  to 
help  others  becauaa  they  entail  a 
little  self  aacrtftce  on   his  part. 

But  of  tM.  the  pleas  for  alcohol, 
tha  one  that,  "netwithstandiag  the 
work  of  aodal  reformers,  and  the 
two  thousand  yaaxa  of  ChiiatLanity. 
roan's  inhWDaaity  to  man  today 
transcends  the  moat  barbarous  a«e, 
etfr."  surely  '•takes  th«  eake,'*  for 
whore  la  "aan'a  inhumanity  to 
man,"  and  the  spirit  of  eallotts  self- 
ishness, and  hypocrisy  which  Is  the 
cause  of  it  more  glaringly  displayed 
than  In  those  addicted  to  the  in- 
dulgence in  alcohol,  who  will  not 
exercise  a  little  eelf-eacrttlce  for  the 
good  of  their  fellow-men,  but  hyso- 
critically  prate  about  the  "liberty  of 
the  subject."  and  murder  and  man- 
slaughter as  being  the  natural  re^ 
suit  of  Prohibition  when..tn  reality, 
it  is  very  evident  that  tmrestrioted 
license  in  sensual  self-indulgence  is 
their  sole  thought  and  aim?  Whose 
ta  the  higheet  and  aobleat  aim? 
The  Prohlbltionlst'e,  who  la  nghting 
disinterestedly  for  the  benefit  and 
welfare  of  others,  or  the  anti-pro- 
hibitionist who  fights  solely  for  hia 
own-  sensual    self-indulgence? 

As  for  the  "bootleggeril'  it  is  the 
moderate  drinker  more  than  any 
who  keeps  him  going.  -

Sir, — ^Wo  havo  hoard  recently  with 
interest  of  the  Croat  aaaeaably  ot 
Bishepa  of  the'  Church  of  Eagtaixd  at 
Lambeth  Palace,  from  various  parts 
of  the  world,  and  of  their  well-inten- 
tioned reaolutioae  representing  a  vast 
amount  of  coml>ined  intellectual  abil- 
ity, tending  towards  the  reunion  of 
Christendom.  Two  of  their  reoohio 
tioas  wore  as  follows  (I  write  subject 
to  correction  as  ragarda  the  exact 
wording): 

a.  "ReaaioB  will  involve  reoogni- 
tlQQ  of  (a)  the  Bible  as  a  roU  of  faith 
and  conduct:  (b)  the  two  sacraments: 
(c)   a   ministry  ordained." 

7.  "The  epiacopate  is  the  one 
raeana  of  providing  thia  mlniatry. 
The  apiritual  reality  of  other  mlnia-^ 
triea  la  not  questioned,  but  history 
and  experience  show  this  to  be  the 
best  naeana."  , 

Without  disciissinK  those  resolu- 
tions. It  seemed  to  me  that  something 
deeper  than  that  baaed  on  any  form 
of  charch  government,  and  deeper 
than  any  that  would  be  obtained 
through  any  union  between  bodies  of 
Chrlatians.  ia  necessary.  All  Chria- 
ttans  must  agree  that  union  is 
strength,  aad  most  seek  for  union, 
hue  the  nature  and  quality  of  that 
union  ia  tho  Importaiit  point.  We 
can  gather  what  that  is  from  the 
Qoepel  of  St.  John,  chapter  xvli.. 
veraes  SO  and  t\,  forming  part  of  the 
interceaaory  prayer  of  our  Lord  Ike- 
fore  Hia  Pasaion.  It  seems  very 
doubtful  to  me  if  an  outward  and 
visible  union  of  Chriatiao  bodies  is 
possible,  and  In  the  versee  of  St. 
John  quoted  above  I  do  not  think  tt 
waa  such  an  outward  and  visible  union 
that  our  Lord  waa  praying  for.  but 
for  an  invisible  and  vital  union,  but 
ao  real  that  its  effects  would  be  visible 
to  the  world  and  hav«  a  saving  efTect 
upon  it.  I  believe  He  waa  praying 
for  tbe  unity  of  "them  also  which 
shall  believe  on  Me  through  their 
word,"  that  is.  of  all  thoae  who  In 
thia  age  ahould  believe  on  Hiau  irre- 
spective of  tbe  Christian  body  to 
which  they  might  belong. 

Thia  was  the  deaire  of  the  heart 
of  our  Lord,  for  the  unity  of  thoae 
who  should  believe  on  Him.  and  In 
our  search  after  union,  I  do  not  think 
'we  can  Improve  on  it.  Let  ua  for  a 
moment  consider  the  definition  of 
this  unity  as  found  in  the  werda  of 


John  xvU.  20-21.  The  unity  of  Chris- 
tian bolicvors  is  to  be  based  on  that 
between  the  Father  and  the  Son. 

There  are  two  aldea  or  parts  to  a 
union,  which,  when  united,  form  one 
thing,  the  Father  aad  tha  Son,  being 
omitted,  are  one  thing;  so.  too.  in  the 
union  ot  believers  there  are  two 
parts;  the  individual  believer  la  one 
part,  the  Father  and  the  Son — who 
united,  are  one — the  other  part,  these 
two  parts  united  become  one  thing, 
hence  the  unity  for  which  our  Lord 
prayed  ia  attained.  "Neither  pray  I 
for  these  alone,  but  for  them  also 
which  shall  believe  on  Me  through 
their  word.  That  they  all  may  be 
one,  as  Thou.  Father,  art  in  Me  and 
I  in  Thee;  that  they  ahM  asay  be  one 
in  Us.  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  Thou. bast  sent  Me."  Oh!  that 
all  thoae  "who  "believe  on  Him 
through  their  word"  may  be  one  in 
the  Father  and  the  Son  by  a  real 
and  vital  union.
